UN Truce Unit Reported en Route

(BEIRUT, March 20 . — An advance party of 35 
UN peacekeeping soldiers was an its way from the 
Sinai to the southern coast of Lebanon today, to 
t2 followed later today by 750 men, reliable 
sources reported. 

The UN force, which was to enter Lebanon in 
the area around Naqoura after traveling through 
Israel from the Stoat, was the first contingent 
of a 4,000-man force ordered Into the area by the 
Security Council. 

The UN resolution also called for the withdraw- 
al of Israeli troops fighting Palestinian guerrillas. 

to Tel Aviv, Israel reaffirmed today that any 
arrangement for its army to leave southern Leba- 
non would have to provide for Palestinian guer- 
rilla forces to be kept away from the border. 

“The decision of the Iffiaeh government it to see 
that southern Lebanon will not be again a base 


for destructive elements,” Defense Minister Ezer 
Welzman said. 

Sources here said that arrangements would be 
made later to move in UN troops now stationed 
in the Golan Heights area, and that completion 
of the full force in southern Lebanon should not 
take more than a few days. 

The United Nations has maintained a series 
of observation posts along the israeli-Le ban ese 
border since 1948, the last time Lebanese territory 
was involved directly in an armed dash with Is- 
rael. However, these posts are manned by un- 
armed men whose only function is to observe. 

Mr. Welzman said a UN force could help keep 
guerrilla forces away from Israel but that he did 
not expect them to move in within a few days. 

“You don't move In troops just like that after 
& battle like we’ve gone through,” be said. 

“If UN forces can help, they're welcome,” he 
said.

It Includes speeches by Soviet 
leaders^ political tracts an Com- 
munist theory and foreign pub- 
lications. Many of the political 
booklets and newspapers edited 
by foreigners are distributed free 
in Soviet hotels and airports. 

The foreign-language stylists 
live a life far differ ait from other 
foreigners to toe Soviet capital 
Instead of living with foreign 
diplomats, journalists and busi- 
nermen in police-guarded com- 
pounds. they are permitted to live 
in ordinary Soviet apartment 
buildings.

California’s Right-to-Die Law Is Little Used 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 20 
(NY7T). — Fifteen months after 
California's landmark Natural 
Death Act became law, doctors 
say that only a few of their 
patients have directed them to 
suspend life-sustaining procedures 
when death is imminent 
Fallowing California's lead, 
seven other states have passed 
laws providing the so-called ‘right 
to die,” and 25 are considering 
legislation. 

Precisely bow many Californi- 
ans have si gnal the directive to 
physicians is unknown; it is 
even mare difficult to determine 
how many deaths have been al- 
lowed to happen under the direc- 
tive. But the California Medical 
Association reports only a “mini- 
mal" response. 

The reason, observers say, is 
the law's narrow focus. The direc- 
tive is legally binding only If a 
patient has been certified as 
terminalCy 111 at least 14 days be- 
fore the direc ti ve is signed. More- 
over, the law contains a strict 
witness requirement, a five-year 
renewal provision and excludes 
pregnant women- ■'

WASHINGTON, March 20 (API.— BoH collectors may no 
longer maica harassing late-night phone calls, threaten vi o le n c e 
or impersonate police officers, under a federal Jaw taking effect 
today. 

Passed by Congress and signed by President Carter last 
year.

From Wages to Employment

ROME, March 30.— Italy's trade 
unions, the most militant In Eu- 
rope In wage demands, have re- 
versed policy and decided to put 
their drive for full employment 
ahead of a campaign for wage in- 
creases. 

The loudest voices now heard 
In support of sacrifices and aus- 
terity are those of Communist 
union leaders. 

The unions’ campaign for eco- 
nomic reform helped topple the 
last Italian government and gave 
union leaders a priority position 
Sn negotiations to put together 
another government. 

These shifts have left some 
employers incredulous end others 
skeptical, but there seems to be 
little doubt about the sincerity of 
the unions, even If there are mis- 
givings about how their drive 
will work out. 

“If we want to be consistent 
with the objective of reducing un- 
employment, it is clear that the 
Improvement of the conditions of 
work of the employed workers 
must take second place," said 
Luciano Lama, bead of the CGIL, 
an umbrella organization that In- 
cludes about hall of Italy's 8 mil- 
lion union members.

Economists have argued, with 
employers, that there had to be 
wage restraint, austerity and cur- 
tailment of spiraling costs of 
labor If Italy is to pull out of its 
recession. Now the unions have 
said that they agree. 

The new policy has been evolv- 
ing for months, but Mr. Lama 
gave it a mighty push with his 
interview.

Dismissals Impossible

NEW DELHI, March 30 (Reu- 
ters).— When this country takes 
its first steps to tighten prohibi- 
tion laws on April L residents of 
several Indian states may have to 
restrict their drinking to their 
own homes or abstain totally. 

The new measures declare sev- 
eral districts “dry," impose a ban 
on" public drinking and close bars 
in clubs, restaurants and hotels.

LAHORE, Pakistan. March 20 
O^nrn.—Zulflkar All Bhutto’s 
lawyer appealed yesterday for 
“an international campaign of 
pressure" to prevent the execu- 
tion of the farmer prime min- 
ister, who on Saturday was sen- 
tenced to death after being con- 
victed of conspiracy to commit 
mauler. 

"This is not an internal affair, 
it is .a human affair," said 
.Yahya Bakhtiar, who was Mr. 
Bhutto’s attorney general be- 
fore the army took over tbe 
government in a coup d’etat last 
July. “The countries that care 
about human rights— and es- 
pecially the Americans— Should 
raise their voices against it The 
win n never had a fair trial and 
he must not be killed." 

The lawyer made his appeal 
In a meeting with foreign news- 
men here as diplomats and 
Pakistanis all over this poor land 
of nearly 80 million people were 
suddenly struck by the realiza- 
tion that MT. Bhutto— the domi- 
nant farce here far so long— 
might be executed sometime soon, 
soon. 

'Never Bailed, Not That' 

“Of course we thought he 
would be convicted, but never 
killed, not that,” said a Lahore 
office clerk, shaking his head as 
he read Sunday's banner head- 
lines. “How can they do that 
to the leader of the people?” 

But there were only scattered 
demonstrations of protest against 
the death sentence, and Paki- 
stan’s oftenrvolatile cities fill- 
lowed their normal routine, un- 
der strict martial law and with 
heavy police patrols. 

Mr. Bhutto was being held in 
solitary confinement at a prison 
10 miles south of Lahore. If he 
continues to refuse the oppor- 
tunity to make an appeal to the 
Supreme court of Pakistan, he 
could be executed as early as 
next weekend. 

According to Mr. Bakhtiar, who 
saw him Saturday, Mr. Bhutto’s 
attitude then toward an appeal 
was that it might' be “ah exer- 
cise in futility because they want 
to kill me." But the lawyer said 
he thought he might be aide to 
persuade his client to appeal if 
he were granted permission to 
see him again. 

The 50-year-old learner prime 
minister's wife and daughter, 
like most of his major political 
affiles; were being held under 
heavy guard, out of touch with 
one another and with the public. 
The estimates of the number of 
political prisoners taken in the 
last few weeks, to prevent vio- 
lence after the verdict, range 
from several hundred to several 
thousand.

Books 
which give .directions for .grow- 
ing herbs sometimes tell* us that' 
marjoram can be growa^fn win- 
dow boxes or lndoora in pots, ^md 
indeed It even in contain era 
occupied simnltaneouBly by other 
seasoners, chives or parsley, for - 
Instance. But they add that in 
these . restricted spaces it some- 
times develops a sort of neurosis • 
and begins, inexplicably,' to lan- 
guish, and can. only be saved by 
being moved outdoors. X suspect 
that this occurs , when thB herb 
grower has planted, inadvertently, 
not marjoram but oregano. Ore- 
gano is ill adapted for planting 
In pots, despite the fact that some .

are most widely eaten on the 
territories to which they axe' 
native. On this basis, marjoram 
should be favored in the Medlter- . 
xapean region;, oregano elsewhere. 
The observable fact is just the 
apposite: The Mediterranean pre- 
fers oregano. This may be ex- 
plained b ecaus e: 

.It differs in taste. Mediter- 
ranean peoples (and. peoples in 


hot countries generally) like 
stranger, hotter foods than peo- 
ples uf cooler regions. Oregano 
. on ells tastes stranger, thim 
the delicate sweet marjoram, and 
(as, agalzC Gerard noted) gives 
* off a pungent odor In the garden, 
whereas marjoram hardly wire* 
its presence felt unless it Is bruis- 
ed, Oregano la wmentlul to Latin 
cookery, says the. Encyclopedia 
BritaoniCa, by which we should 
probably understand “Mediterra- 
nean cookery.” 

Neapolitans instsfc that oregano, 
not^ marjoram, should flavor piz- 
za. The Bolognese make the 
same -stipulation for > their rayu. 
-The Near East uses It freely an 
dishe3 of tomato and eggplant, 
and the Gtreeks, on tbrir mutton 
kebab, evbn use a local species, 
Origanum dubrim* which is much 
stronger than Origanum vulgare. 

Oregano, Eke marjoram, and, 
for that 'matter, a ' great, many 
other herbs, is stronger dried 
than fresh, m France, Italy and 
England -the leaves are used for 
this purpose; Greece and North 
Africa prefer the flower heads, 
The. French: -gastronomic writer 
James de Coquet has' written of 
a fish sauce flavored with ore- 
gano seeds, but I can find no 
other reference to. the use of the 
seeds as food. 

Considering the relative: pun- 
gency of oregano and marjoram 
one might wonder whether Eras- 
mus (or his ; translator) did not 
get the wrong plant by the stem 
whan he wrote: “Thus . . . speaks 
the marjoram: 'Seep away tram

Lawsuit in England 


Are Dogs Women’s Friends , Too ? 


By Susan Heller Anderson 
pETWORTH. England' (NYT1. 
*- —In ft valiant attempt to ex- 
pand the aphorism that dog is 
man's best friend Florence Nagle, 
one of Britain's most respected 
trainers and breeders, is suing 
fop ' p owerf ul all-male Kfoir^i

“They twuia & shambles out 
of Crufts,” charged Mrs. Nagle, 
referring to last month's pres- 
tigious Crufts dog show which 
was marred by a» dognapplng, at 
least one poisoning, unruly block- 
long queues and a disruptive 
anti-vivisectionist demonstration. 

“Crufts has become a beauty 
contest Conditions were terrible. 
Tm not a women's libber tout 
these men, are Just incompetent 
children." 

Mrs. Nagle, who Is 83 and still 
raising champion Irish wolfhounds, 
in her Sussex kernels here, was 
recently denied membership In' 
The Kfirmel Club because she la 
a 'womn. While there is a 
ladles' branch of the club, women 
axe not entitled to full mem- 
bership, nor pre they represented 
proportionally on the important 
subcommittees which govern the 
dog world. 

"The ladies' branch has no 
.power,” sniffed Mrs. Nagle, a 
feisty woman who successfully 
fought the . «wnp battle against 
the Jockey Club a decade ago 
but who recently gave up train- 
ing horses because of her age. 
‘■But women are a large majority 
. of ‘exhibitors . and breeders — 
about 80 per cent at most shows. 
So/ we wafit much more of a 
«y" 

Social and Administrative 

Unlike the American Kennel 
Club, The Kennel Club [the “The" 
because lb was the first, found- 
ed in London in 1873] is simul- 
taneously a social club occupying 
comfortable Mayfair headquar- 
ters with drinking awn Atntng 
facilities, and the administrative 
head of the British dog world, a 
big Industry. In the latter role 
it registers pure-bred dogs, thus 
■ determining eligibility fear, show; 
issues export pedigrees for dogs 
leading the country; sets stan- 
dards tor breeds, and runs Crufts, 
one of the world's most important 
dog shows. 

The money earned from these 
activities, iHfnraiit to estimate 
but easily approaching $1 mil- 
lion, is dump ed into a central 
account which funds the social 
dub, according to Mrs. Nagle. 
What she hopes to tiv 

her sex discrimination suit is the 
separation of toe ode from 
foe admtni i rt .m fctvf, one, making 
The Kennel Chib a strictly pro- 
fessional body. 

"We.dont went to muck up the 


social end but the silly asses 
think we do," Mrs. Nagle raid 
disdainfully. "We only want to 
split off the social club. Un- 
fortunately, dogs -are now a big 
buriness and The Kennel Club 
should be run In a busi n essli k e 
way.” The women's branch of 
the, club is. supporting Mrs. 
Nagle's legal action, which she 
says she will take "all the way 
to the top ” 

Reluctant to Talk 

The chib's secretary, Lt, Comdr. 
John Williams, is predictably 
reluctant to discuss the lawsuit 
but notes that the Sex Dis- 
crimination Act permits segregat- 
ed private clubs. “We don’t dis- 
criminate' as far as showing, 
licensing, ete„ are concerned. 
But it's a private members' club 
eo we don’t think we’re break- 
ing the law,” be said in Tbs' 
Kennel Club’s London office. 
Comdr. w illiams admits fo g t 
there U a quota -of women on 
subcommittees— no more than 
25 per cent — and that women are 
excluded from certain commit- 
tees. 

This public airing of The 
Kennel Club’s quaint prejudices 
comes at a time when the dog 
world is trying to put up a 
unified front against the wave 
of anti-^togism currently shock- 
ing England. The Crufts poison- 
ing and dognapplng made head- 
lines here. 

Britain, with one dog for 
every 9.4 persons, is by no means 
the world leader in the n umb er 
of dogs per capita— it is out- 
distanced by far by the United 
States, which has one dog for 
every 5.7 persons. But national 
preoccupation with the animals 
is extreme. The Queen Is often 
seen surrounded by her six dogs — 
three Corgis and three cross- 
breeds. that she feeds daily. Dur- 
ing the week before Crufts the 
London Times rim some half- 
dozen dag stories, plus front- 
page pictures of . the more 
glamorous specimens!

But in January a violently anti- 
dog article appeared in the Guard- 
ian and Its writer received about 
400 letters, most of them support- 
ing her views.- Dog people are 
aware of this growing antagonism 
and hope to combat it with Pro- 
Dogs, farmed by Leslie Scott-Ord- 
ish, a breeder who chose as the 
group's slogan, "Education Not 
Legislation.” 

“We need to get out informa- 
tion about dogs— that they're not 
a health risk or pests,” she said. 
“Rabies has given dogs a bad 
image— were trying to .light that. 
And, of course, people are intoler- 
ant of dogs' fouling because they 
feel It’S dangerous.” 


Mrs. Nagle, whose immense 
Irish wolfhounds weigh up to 155 
pounds and grow up to 34 Inches 
tall, believes that dogs are getting 
out of hand because The Kennel 
Club Isn't doing enough to police 
the industry. “Dogs are bred like 
pigs,” she said. ‘They're allowed 
to run loose in the city, where 
they don't belong. So people for- 
get about how much good dogs 
can do.” 

Anti-dog sentiment is based on 
three things, according to Comdr. 
Williams. “First, the mess they 
make on footpaths. Then the 
number of strays roaming around, 
mating indiscriminately, forming 
packs” he said. “Third is the 
fear, terribly exaggerated, that 
humans can catch dog diseases.” 

If Mrs. Nagle wins her suit and 
opens up membership in The 
Kennel Club to women, she hopes 
one function of the organization 
will he to mobilize sentiment 
against certain Injustices to dogs. 

“Is all this research using dogs 
necessary?" she asked. -Must' 
dogs be used to test cosmetics, or 
to be dissected by students? It's 
simply irresponsible. Man Is the 
most aggressive animal in the 
wwld.” 
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Round Two: Decision 


The French political tradition of uttering 
radical opinions and casting conservative 
votes has again fteen sustained. So has the 
center-right coalition rtiose official head is 
President Vatery Giscard d'Estalng. Hence

ventures In economics proposed fay the left, 
nor 'will the presence of a Communist group 
In the government pose problems for the

Beyond those very important points, how- 
even, Questions remain after the election. 
Haw will Chirac's neo-GauIliste work with 
Barre’s moderates? Will the government 
coalition try, as Giscard d’Estalng has done, 
to attract the left’s right wing, or push 
farther in the Gaulllst direction? Will the 
Socialists oust Mitterrand, or blame it all on 
the mulish Communists? And wIH. the latter 
seek again to patch up differences with the 
Socialists— or simply plow ahead on their 
own? 


The possible developments in French pol- 
itics are many — especially In light of the 
fact that the difference between left and 
right In the popular vote was far less than 
the latter's majority In the National Assembly 
would seem to indicate. France has given 
the center-right another chance, but its 
people are still restless; the economic prob- 


lems that caused the uneasiness reflected In 
the pre-vote polls remain to be solved. 

In this France is no different from West 
Germany, Britain or the United States, What 
It also shares with those countries is a pres- 
ent preference for cautious approaches to. 
inflation and unemployment, to the reces- 
sion which has afflicted all of the indus- 
trialized West, as well as Japan. 

Given these similarities of problems and 
approaches, France can maintain its rela- 
tionships with the other industrialized states, 
and join In efforts to find common answers 
to their common questions, But French na- 
tionalist Independence always been 
strong, and its Garullist tradition in that 
respect is still very much alive. 

Nevertheless, the urgent need for econom- 
ic cooperation is very great; recognition 
is essential that world markets axe vital to 
the Industrialized countries and mere com- 
petition In those markets is not enough to 
Insure prosperity. Thus far, there has been 
more talk than action at upper levels of the 
Western economy. The French elections 
should help to move the leaders beyond the 
- conversational level, since It shows a con- 
tinuance of confidence In the broad objec- 
tives of that leadership— hut also demon- 
strates that that confidence may not endure 
much longer, if practical progress Is hot 
achieved. 


Mr. Carter’s Tough Talk 


You've got to give the Russians this: They 
were absolutely right In perceiving a change 
In tone and even substance in the speech 
Jimmy Garter gave In Winston-Salem, N.C., 
the other day. It was a tough speech. There 
were no references to “inordinate" fear of 
Communism in it. On the contrary, the 
President now observed merely' that “old 
ideological labels have lost some of their 
meaning"— an interesting choice of words. 
Overall, Mr. Carter used the occasion to as- 
sert a rook-like commitment to maintaining 
and, if necessary, strengthening the nation’s 
military defenses, and he did not leave his 
listeners in any doubt as to where he thought 
the principal threats were coming from. It 
was this that the Russians, reacting with un- 
common speed in a waspish Tass statement, 
found so offensive.

Thus the President spoke of “an o mino us 
inclination of the Soviet Union to use its 
military resources to Intervene in other 
people’s conflicts; he cited an “excessive 
Soviet buildup” of arms in Europe; and he 
suggested that the United States might have 
to go forward with advanced strategic weap- 
ons systems to counter the relentless and 
fast-paced decade-long Soviet pursuit of a 
bigger and meaner strategic nuclear arsenal. 

Our own first response is stapiy this: that 
the Russia n s, having so astutely noted the 
turning up of the heat under the burner of 
US. -Soviet affairs, should ask themselves 
what contribution their own activities in this 
new President’s first year made to the Car- 
ter verbal escalation. We think they contrib- 
uted plenty— a failure to slacken their pro- 
vocative strategic and theater arms build- 
up or to signal restraint in their African 
adventures. Mr. Carter’s defense budgets 
have carried, numerous hints and implicit 
offers of the we-wont-lf-you-don’t kind, and 
the Russians have not responded. 

That is one reason Jimmy Carter cannot 
ignore either the Soviet enterprise or Che 
domestic unease that exists concerning much 
of his national security policy. But it Is not 
the only reason, and here we come to what 
strikes us as the second interesting 1 fact 
about the President's Winston-Salem speech: 
Why he felt he had to give it— and why 
now. Our sense of it is that Mr. Carter made 
his own Important contribution to the polit- 
ical circumstances that required the speech. 


He did this by. over his first year in office, 
putting forth, one by one, individual pro- 
grams and decisions and pedicles that created 
a widespread public impression of wobbly. If 
not failed, resolve. Never mind for the mo- 
ment that individually— from the inherited 
Panama negotiations, to the B-l decision, to 
the prospective South Korean disengagement, 
to the predicament in the Horn of Africa^-he 
may be said to have been acting an sound 
instinct or sound advice. The point is that 
the individual parts seemed to many to spell 
out a backing off from vital prior commit- 
ments to our own defense and that of our 
allies. More order and coherence and a re- 
lating of the various pasts to the whale are 
required if Mr. Carter is to avoid this same 
pitfall In the future. 

And he needs to. For it is painfully ob- 
vious that one reason the President was 
obliged to speak os he did was to establish 
credibility for any new SALT treaty he brings 
before the Senate. That is likely to be a 
very big and ro ug h domestic battle, and the 
odds against his prevailing will be strong 
unless be can overcome the doubts that have 
been generated among parts of the public 
and in Congress by a certain seeming haphaz- 
ardness of approach now. It goes without 
saying that he also needs to bring back a 
genuinely worthy agreement, and that is one 
of the things he seemed to be telling the 
Russians in his Winston-Salem speech: It 
set out some very tight and toutfi standards 
for a SALT agreement. Were they too rigid? 
We don’t 'know. They were couched in lan- 
guage susceptible of a broad range of inter- 
pretation. But we do know that some stiff- 
ening along the lines of Winston-Salem was 
needed.

Not that any or all of this should be the 
source of unrelieved gloom. The fact Is that 
Mr. Carter is only one year into his presi- 
dency and that U-S.-Soviet relations under 
a Carter administration are only that old. 
It is hardly surprising that the skirmishing 
and adjusting and misreading and revising 
is still going on. We think there is no reason 
to be despairing about SALT or other mani- 
festations of so-called detente policy — at 
least not if the Russians and the Carter 
administration ponder how things came to 
the (present disagreeable pass.

TWEW YORK— There were 19 of 
us who came to be known as 


“unfriendly witnesses” because of 
our exp r e s s ed attitude toward the 
House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities. I couldn't figure 
out then or now how they were 
selected, but on .the available evi- 
dence, Td say haphazardly, there 
were some fairly outspoken radi- 
cals, known by me as a party 
member to be Communists, but 
others of equal prominence were 
not on the hst, and four or five 
of the ones that were had only 
the most tenuous connections with 
the party and the left generally. 

Boon after we had been sub- 
poenaed, 18 of the 19 met with a 
group of lawyers to talk about 
what to do at the hearings. The 
one who stayed away was Bertolt 
Brecht because of his special 
as an alien °r*rf Trf» anxi- 
ety to get to East Germany after 
ids appearance without being 
delayed by legal procedures. 

The first thing we had to rec- 
ognise was that the committee 
had us in a rather tight Mud , 
with strictly limited choices, all 
of them Involving distinct risks 
to our liberty and continued em- 
ployment, especially for those of 
us who were indeed members of 
the Communist party. 


repudiate everything we behoved 
in and prove we meant it by 
untiring trouble for other people, 
we could not be regarded as 
heroes tor choosing a course of 
decency instead, m fact, we were 
doubly disqualified r mm heroic 
status: We weren't volunteers 
and we ' thought we were going 
to be winners. 


Prosecution 

If you weren't you could say so, 
. but became It was under compul- 
sion you would be conceding the 
right of Congress to go into such 
matters «nrf haiptng to isolate 
th ose who had exercised their 
perfectly legal right to be Com- 
munists. If you told the congress- 
men It was none of their busi- 
ness, you faced the HkeHhood of 
prosecution for contempt. 

Some of the subpoenaed men 
who were Communists wanted to 
say so, to proudly proclaim an 
aff ffl at ioa they had been reluc- 
tantly concealing because that 
was party policy in Hollywood. 
Their enthusiasm for t-* 1 ** *te.*^rf 
d e cli n ed when it was pointed out 
that the committee's next demand 
would be to name an the other 
members they knew. If they balk- 
ed at informing, they would still 
have to invoke either the free- 
dom-of-speech or the self-inortm- 
toation provisions of the BUI or 
Rights, endin g up in either case 
with a shakier defense against 
contempt than If they an- 
swered no question at all in a 
privileged area. 

Once that last position was 
agreed upon— to answer no such 
questions — the remaining 
for each of us and the group as 
a whole was whether to base our 
silence on the First or the Rfth 
Amendment. Beginning with the 
next round of hearings in 1951, 
scores of witnesses did Invoke the 
Fifth, and It would have been 
quixotic, our case had Mwm 
lost, to follow our path to prison. 
For us, however, to use the Fifth 
bade in 1947 would have had 
several drawbacks. 

First, we would have been say- 
ing in practical effect that we 
thought it was a crime to be a 
Communist — this when no mem- 
ber of that party had even been 
indicted under the -Smith Act. 


Reflection 

It la an interesting reflection 
on how far &H three branches 
of government departed from 
UB. tradition during those dark 
years that all the relevant Su- 
preme Court decisions up tin that 
tdnu» gave us confidence our 
position would be vindicated. 
One that seemed to apply had 
gone unchallenged since 1880. It 
said in part: “We feel equally 
sure that nei t h er of these bodies 
possesses the general power of 
making Inquiry into the private 
affairs of the citizen.” 

And another that sounded even 
more pertinent had been banded 
down as recently as 1948: “If 
there is any fixed *ter in our 
constitutional constellation, it Is 
that no official, high or petty, 
can prescribe what shall be or- 
thodox In politics, nationalism, 
religion or other matters - of 
opinion, or fpree citizens to con- 
fess by word or deed their faith 
therein.” 

The very same court from 
which those words barf come, 
with eight Roosevelt appointees, 
remained intact when we tes- 
tified. It was the death of two 
of them in the summer of 1949, 
while our case was pending, and 


their replacement by Truman-ap- 
pointed reactionaries, that lost 
ns the four votes we needed for 
a review of the decision against 
us. 

For us, the b lacklis t began only 
a m ont h after the hearing s and 
lasted for the more fortunate of 
us into the 1960s. In the spring 
of 1950 we were denied a Su- 
preme Court hearing, with wily 
Justices Black anti Douglas dis- 
senting, and by summer we were 
serving our sentences, m the 
fall our number was reduced by 
one when Edward Dmytryk an- 
nounced from his place of in- 
carceration tbafc hi* had iw* thw 
light. Soon he discovered that 
a mere expression of remorse, 
however intense, was not enough, 
for the committee or the pro- 
ducers. in order to work again, 
he was told, one had to name 
names. It didn't matter what 
names; the committee probably 
bad them anyway. In fact, later 
on, when some cooperative wit- 
nesses couldn't come up with a 
respectable list, names were pro- 
vided them by the committee 
staff from their ample supply. 
It was a ritual that was required, 
but not a meaningless ritual. To 
tha unortained confessors on 
Capitol Hffl, H was an act of 
perfect contrition.

The Union for French Democ- 
racy, a party organized on the 
President's behalf in the last days 
of the campaign, won 137 seats 
and emerged as the second 
largest party in the National As- 
sembly.

L eonard Mosley’s ‘'Dulles" 
is the 19th book on contem- 
porary history by the inexhaust- 
ible former chief war correspoxt- 
dent for the London Sunday 
Ttoes. (Be has also written five 
novels.) Unlike his other books, 
which have tended to be bland 
but entertaining biographies of 
modem political figures and re- 
consfcrucfctans of such great events 
as the coming of World War 1Z 
and the development of the Mid- 
east on crisis, this one comes to 
us under a doud of con- 
troversy. 

One of the book’s principals, 
Eleanor Lancing Dulles— who at 
the height of her career In public 
service played a major role in the 
recanstnzotioB of Vienna and 
Berlin in the aftermath of World 
War n— has recently accused 
Mosley of per pe trating a mass of 
errors and distortions iwwmirtg 
her own career and those of her 
two older Mothers, John Foster 
DuBes, who was Secretary of 
State from 2952 until shortly be- 
fore his death m 1859, and Allen 
Welsh Dulles, Director of the 
Central InteUtgence Agency from 
1953 until 1860. 

In themselves, Miss Dulles’s 
censures can betaken with vary- 
ing degrees of seriousness- She 
claims that Mosley’s book de- 
scribes Allen Dulles as a “hber- 
tine.” But although Mosley un- 
ambiguously depicts the late spy- 
master as a bon vtvant who en- 
joyed and attracted the company 
of women, nowhere la the book 
does he use the word, “libertine," 
nor does he anywhere suggest that 
ABen Dulles was morally or 
sexually unrestrained. Further, 
Bhe charges that there are at 
least 900 factual errors In the 
book. But even if 4ftds fe so, «in«« 
there are at least a dozen facts 
on every page, it would mean 
that -the book Is 85 per cent cor- 
rect. 

Most serf am of aS: Mies Dalles 
, is pat out by the book's implica- 
tion that she and her brothers 
Itemed a “family network** which 
manipulated foreign policy dur- 
ing the adminfatrafctan of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower. Here her crit- 
icism has real substance. Mos- 
ley’s subtitle is “A Biography of 
Eleanor,. Allen, and John Foster 
DuBes and Their Fanny Net- 
work.” At various points in the 
text, the author refers to the 
“partners,’’ the team," and “the 
Dulles era." When Allen DuBes is 
forced into retirement by Pres- 
ident John P. Kennedy, Mosley : 
writes, "It was only two years be- 
fore that John Foster, and 

Eleanor Dulles had run the for- 
eigxi policy of the Utotted States 
among them."
